The fire that could ignite downtown renewal in Andover 


is about to be lit. 


Within a matter of weeks assessors will be reporting on 
the results of the municipal tax equalization survey, but 
already there can be no dobut that the computations will 
result in tax increases, and probably some sizeable in- 
creases, for owners of strategically located mid-town 


properties. 


Land values in the central business district have 
jumped sharply in the past two or three years, a fact that 
can be documented with the price tags from transfers 
within that period. Once this is reflected in the tax bill 
of those who hold real estate downtown, it should prod 
several who have been satisfied to plod along with ram- 
shackle business buildings that it is a losing proposition 
to pay a hefty tax bill on property that cannot produce 
revenues to balance it. And for the man who rents pro- 
perty, the only way to boost income is to offer quarters 
that tenants will consider worth a higher tariff. 

These points have not eluded at least some of those 
directly involved, which lent an air of urgency to a number 
of comments made last week at a meeting of Town Hall 
abuttors, gathered to discuss redevelopment of the munici- 
pal block and the area immediately proximate to it. The 
conference was held because the town wants to make 
plans for its own construction project that will stimulate 
private activity in a part of town where too little has 


happened for a very long time. 


Out of the discussion came the suggestion from Robert 
Phinney that mid-town property owners and merchants quit 
talking about a better downtown and combine forces in a 
corporation to do something about it. He made particular 
reference to fallow land to the rear of Park Street and 
Post Office Avenue properties, but he enlarged upon his 
suggestion to propose a broad program for all business 
people interested in participating. 

It is a good suggestion, and long overdue. 

When Andover rejected the urban renewal proposals of 
the early 60’s, it did so with the affirmation that it could 
manage on its own and without the controls that frequent- 


ly make Federal aid programs unpalatable. Since that time 
there has been some independent action, however the sort 
of concerted effort promised has never materialized. But 
it must if the major portion of the downtown is to be 
developed in a way that will produce the kind of con- 
venience and eye appeal that will keep Andover shoppers 
in Andover and draw others to sort of retail and service 
complex most likely to flourish here. 

Without the kind of cooperation Bob Phinney proposes, 
downtown Andover could wither and die. At best, it will 
develop willy nilly, devoid of charm, if there is no unity 


of thought about a grand plan. 


If the tax equalization survey can force such a mar- 
riage of convenience, it will have wrought a Miracle on 


Main Street. 


Good Neighbors

jacent to off-campus Academy dor= 
mitories, Unfortunately no evi= 
dence was available, and fear, not 
fact, prevailed, Even with facts, 
there will always be residents who 
assume that their prejudices will 
be shared by potential buyers or 
renters, 

It is sadly possible that this ob= 
jection could arise in any neigh- 
borhood in town, If all other areas 
react in the same way, Andover’s 
5-1 support of the ABC program 
is meaningless, Andover will have 
set an excellent example of talking 
big and acting small, 

None of the arguments persuaded 
all those in attendance that ABC 
would present insoluble problems 
for Summer Street, But the manner 
in which they were presented, and 
the open hostility shown, convinced 
everyone that this neighborhood 
might present severe problems for 
ABC, 

These boys can do without addi- 
tional problems; their private 
struggles produce more than 
enough, As the committee has so 
wisely recognized in its refusal to 
force the program, the boys 
deserve and need an atmosphere 
of ready acceptance and support, 
not of resentment and mistrust, 

We sincerely hope that ABC will 
find good neighbors somewhere in 
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Boston Museum of Fine Arts,) 


Bird Talk Begins To Make Sense 


by Wayne Hanley 


No man hears fast enough to 
catch the speed of a bird’s song. 

Indeed, until modern electronic 
equipment came into use, fewper= 
sons suspected the complexity of 
what a robin may be saying while 
he sings from a bough in the yard, 

A few decades ago, investigators 
determined from a bird’s actions 
that he was emitting more than 
harmonic melodies, That, in fact, 
he was warning other male birds 
that he had seized the lands and 
bushes that surrounded him and 
would admit no trespassers, More 
recent investigations made possi= 
ble by recording instruments in= 
dicate that he says much more 
than that, 

Further, from playing back re= 
corded songs, investigators have 
found some indications that other 
birds of the same species get the 
message clearly, If this is true, 
it means that birds can hear much 
faster than we can, 

Such a statement requires clari- 
fication, We normally think of 
hearing as a passive, receptive 
process, A type of thing in which 
speed hardly could be a factor, 
We do have, however, certain 


rather commonplace things that 
give an indication of the speed with 
which the human ear can break 


down a string of sounds into mean= 
ingful signals, For instance, the 
careless operator of a record 
player occasionally starts a 338 
rpm record at 78=rpm speed, only 
to discover that a song as slow as 
**Ave Maria’* sounds like an ex= 
plosive, scolding Donald Duck, 
While the same string of sounds 
comes from the speaker, the 
human ear interprets it quite dif- 
ferently. 

If the sonagrams, which are 
black line graphs transcribed by 
electronic equipment into a form 
in which sound can be ‘‘seen’’, 
have any meaning, a robin probably 
could hear fast enough to break 
that Donald Duck squawk into a 
slow, draggy rendition of ‘‘Ave 
Maria,”* 

Robin songs which sound alike 
to the human ear show enough 
variation on electronic inspec= 
tion to indicate that the singing 
robin not only says that he is a 
robin = which we understand quite 
clearly - but also throws per 
sonal information about himself 


that establishes him as an iy 
tiflable individual, He tre 
specific in telling the girls tag 
he is ‘John Jones" and possity 
tosses in a few remarks such 

the boys might make while loftery 
in front of the candy store, 

To interpret this informatioy 
robins must hear quite fast, & 
fast, in fact, that were a fig 
pianist to strike a chord m 
piano, a robin might hear ex 
note individually as the hamme 
struck the strings, For while 
chord registers as a unified son 
on our ears, itis humanly impossi 
ble to strike a handful of 
simultaneously, 

Much of this transmittal of { 
dividualized information occurs in 
what ornithologists refer to as 
“*regularly repeated yoca 
tions,.”” This, of course, meas 
the commonest type of song te 
most identifiable song and there 
fore the least suspected of va 
tion, 

While few go so far as t 
characterize ‘‘vocalizations” a 
**communications”, the only thir 
separating them may be our om 
semantics,

of change and growth, 

Milestones in library develop- 
ment during his chairmanship in= 
include the switch from an auto~ 
nomous operation to organization 
as adepartment of the town govern= 
ment; the building of the children’s 
wing and office space above it in 
1961; and most recently the tre- 
mendous job of expanding the adult 
department and stack space of the 
100 year-old building which 
resulted in a larger reading room, 
the West wing for book storage, 
and remodeled space for 
periodicals and the hub of circula- 
tion among other needed facilities, 
The latest expansion was com- 
pleted last year, 

Reynolds was appointed to the

board in 1944, He was secretary= 
treasurer until 1946 andtreasurer

He is credited with being instru= 
mental during this period in 
winning town support for the pro= 
gressive program advocated by the 
library and with backing innova 
tions in service and policy which 
have made the library a strong, 
center of reference and service.
